former president of tho 
Chicago Na­ 
tional hank, which was closed by tho 
government Doc. IO, 1905, was formal­ 
ly indicted by tile federal grand jury 
here on tho charge of misapplying tim 
funds of the hank. 
Tho indictment, which contains 182 
counts, 
is 
bysod 
upon 
twenty-two 
transactions in “memorandum” notes 
which tire government officials declare 
to l>e fraudulent upon thirteen sales of 
bonds to the hank, it being c l a i m e d 
that these bonds were unmarketable 
and of doubtful value and upon fiftv- 
ono payments 
of the money 
derived 
from these transactions. 
The money 
derived from the 
operations, was, it 
is charged in the indictment, placed 
by Walsh to the credit of his personal 
account in the bank and used by him 
in 
aiding 
outside enterprises 
with 
which he was connected. 
The “memorandum” notes have a to­ 
tal face value of $2,090,000, fourteen of 
them being for $92,000 
each, six for 
$97,000 each and two for $100,000 each. 
They were discounted 
between Jan. 
21, 1904, and Feb. 15. 1905, and the to­ 
tal proceeds of $2,038,176 were used, 
the Indictment charges, by Mr. Walsh 
personally. 
It Is also claimed that be­ 
tween Jan. 21, 1904, and Feb. 15, 1905, 
Mr Walsh paid out 
an aggregate of 
$2,614,377 
to his 
outside 
interests. 
This amount was disbursed as follows: 


Railroad Companies Got Money. 
Southern Indiana Railway company, 
$1,315,000; Illinois Southern Railway 
company, 
$375,000; 
Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan Railway company, $562,000; 
Equitable Trust company of Chicago, 
$292,377, other business enterprises, 
$70,000. 
It is claimed in the indictment that 
between April 16, 
1904, .and Jan. 31, 
1905, Walsh on thirteen different occa­ 
sions 
sold at exaggerated 
prices to 
the bank 
bonds of the 
Southern In­ 
diana Railway company, Illinois South­ 
ern Railway company, Wisconsin and 
Michigan Railway company and Mount 
Olive 
and Staunton Coal 
company, 
amounting to $822,227. 
It is claimed in the indctment that 
Walsh 
knowingly 
borrowed 
money 
from the bank on 
fictitious notes and 
that 
lie sold 
to the hank 
bonds of 
doubtful value, and that he was there­ 
fore guilty 
of wilful misuse 
of the 
funds of the institution. 
It was announced by Mr. W alsh’s at­ 
torneys that they expect to have little 
difficulty in clearing 
him when the 
case 
comes to trial. 
They 
asserted 
that the' basis of any offense defined 
by the national hanking act Is crimi­ 
nal intent and that the defense will he 
that in his entire career 
Mr. Walsh 
never did a criminal 
act or any act 
with criminal intent.

Austin, Tex., Jan. 1 *.—By a vote of 
65 to 55, the 
remaining vote 
being 
represented in absentees and “pairs,” 
the house 
of the Texas 
legislature 
adopted the Kennedy substitute to the 
Duncan resolution looking 
to an in­ 
vestigation of United 
States Senator 
J. W. Bailey and his 
connection and 
associations with 
the Waters-Pierce 
Oil company. 
The substitute provides that a spe­ 
cial committee of seven shall be ap­ 
pointed by the speaker to pass upon 
any charges preferred against Senator 
Bailey, and if in the judgment of said 
committee it becomes 
necessary to 
hold sessions at any distant date or 
point, 
or summon 
any special 
wit­ 
nesses, they shall have the option of 
doing so, This substitute was drafted 
by friends of Senator Bailey, so that 
its adoption may be looked upon as a 
Bailey victory. 
It was announced 
on the adjourn­ 
ment that the charges 
would be pre­ 
ferred against Senator Bailey before 
this 
house committee 
and that 
he 
would be given an opportunity of ex- 
J laining them. 
The senate and house 
rdopted a joint 
resolution providing 
for the election 
of a United 
States 
senator Tuesday.

and taxation, was offered in the house 
by A. J. Roekne of Zumbrota and laid 
over on notice of debate by Ambrose 
Tighe of St. Paul. 
’Die resolution calls for a committee 
of fifteen, six from the senate and nine 
from the house, to investigate all nl- 
loee'l trust - and combines covered by 
past or future resolutions, a commit­ 
tee of four 
senators and five 
repre­ 
ss ut at Ives to investigate the titles and 
deals in state and other ore and tim­ 
ber lands, 
and a committee of four 
senators and five representatives to 
investigate the taxation of ore and ore 
lands. 
An appropriation of $1,500 for 
the expenses of the committee is pro­ 
vided. 
Senator 
F. TI. Peterson 
of Moor­ 
head introduced a similar resolution 
In the senate. 
Senator Lavbourn of 
Duluth gave notice of debate, and the 
resolution was laid over. 
The house passed the joint memorial 
to congress asking for an appropria­ 
tion for a canal to prevent overflows 
pf the Mississippi in Aitkin county. 
The first bill in the house this ses­ 
sion looking toward municipal owner­ 
ship made its appearance when E P. 
Allen of Minneapolis 
offered a bill 
authorizing cities of 50,000 or over to 
Issue bonds for the purchase of gas 
Works for supplying the residents of 
those cities with gas. 
The 
bill au­ 
thorizes 
the city 
councils to 
issue 
bonds in sums not to exceed $2,000,- 
ftoo. 
Tile 
bonds may be in 
any de­ 
nomination, but the hill provides that 
they shall not ho for terms of more 
than sixty 
years, they shall 
not he 
sold for less than their liar value and 
they cannot he voted by less than a 
two-thirds vote of the city council. 
It 
ttlso provides that they shall not ex­ 
ceed IO per cent of the assessed valua­ 
tion of the taxable 
property In the 
city. 
A constitutional amendment to be 
voted on at the next general election 
giving the legislature power lo make 
changes in the charter of the city of 
Minneapolis 
was proposed by E. 
P. 
Allen of Minneapolis 
in a hill intro­ 
duced in the house. 
Minneapolis has 
bevel had 
a home rule 
charter, and 
fince the adoption of the constitution- 
pl 
amendment 
permitting 
cites 
to 
pdopt home rule charters tile legisla­ 
ture has had no power to change the 
charters rf cit ios. 
Another street car fare hill was of­ 
fered in the house. 
The 
hill, intro­ 
duced by William Brown of St Paul, 
p ro v id es that between 6 and 8 a. rn. 
end 5 and 7 p. rn. the fare shall be 3 
cents for one continuous tr!p with one 
transfer, as at present. 
Tile bill introduced by A. G. John 
Fon of RI. Paul a few days ago provid­ 
ed for eight tickets for 25 cents, with 
the present transfer privileges

HENRY MOBERG 
CITED TO APPEAR 


By City Council and Show Cause 
Why Saloon License Should 


Not be Revoked 


THE VOTE WAS UNANIMOUS 


Electric Current, Mahlum Bridge, 


Waterworks and Other 


Questions Considered 


Tho ovont of tho mooting at tho city 
council Monday night was tho prosonta- 
tion by City Attorney Polk, of a written 
report recommending that Henry Mo- 
berg bo cited to appear before tho 
council according to law to .show cause 
why his saloon license should not bo re­ 
voked. 
Tho resolution was unanimous­ 
ly adopted by the council. 
When President Johnson called the 
city fathers to order Monday evening 
tho following aldermen 
responded to 
rollcall: 
Zakariasen, Drexler,Turcotte, 
Farrar, Fogelstrom and Baker. 
After the minutes of the previous 
meeting had been read and approved 
the reports of city officers were called 
for. The clerk presented tho financial 
statement for the month of December^ 
which was accepted. 
City Attorney 
Polk then took the floor and presented 
a written report stating that on Christ­ 
mas ove Henry Moberg sold liquor Lo 
five minors whose names wore given and 
asked thnt his license be revoked. 
Mr. Polk asked that in accordance 
with tho laws of the state of Minnesota 
Mr. Moberg bo cited to appear before 
tho council and show cause why his 
license should not bo revoked. 
When 
asked as to tho ago of the minors men­ 
tioned in tho report Mr. Polk said their 
ages varied from eighteen to twenty 
years. 
Mayor Wise, who was present in 
the district court when the aforesaid 
minors had sworn to buying and boing 
given liquor on the occasion specified, 
corroborated the statement of Mr. Polk. 
Alderman Fogelstrom moved to refer 
tho report of the city attorney to the 
committee on health, sewers and police 
for investigation. 
Attorney Polk, in his 
quiet way, persisted in his position that 
tho matter was past tho stage of inves­ 
tigation. 
T hat he and the mayor had 
both heard the evidence, he before tho 
grand jury in the Holmblad case, and 
Mayor Wise in the district court and 
that the matter must come up beforo 
the entire council for action and that 
Mr. Moberg must appear before the 
council as a body and not before a com­ 
mittee. 
Alderman Fogolstrom's motion 
failed to receive a second. 
City Attor­ 
ney Polk was requested to draw a reso­ 
lution covering tho case and while he 
was doing so tho matter of selling to 
minors and permitting gambling was in­ 
formally considered, Mayor Wise stat­ 
ing that the chief of police had been 
instructed to notify all saloon keepers 
that tho law must be obeyed in these 
particulars. 
Mr. McGivern was callod 
upon and stated that he had so informed 
the proprietors of each saloon. 
A mem­ 
ber of the council suggested that printed 
notice be served on them, but Mayor 
Wise said that the serving of a second 
notice would only make them think 
that they had disobeyed one with im­ 
punity and could another. 
One notice 
was enough and if they did not obey it 
then they must take the consequences. 
An alderman brought up the case of 
two saloons where minors were said to 
be tending bar and asked if the fact 
that the minors were sons of the pro 
prietors made any 
difference. 
City 
Attorney Polk said that it did not. The 
law was mandatory in that respect. 
Mayor Wise stated that this was news 
to him, but that he would see that it 
was stopped at once. 
The clerk then read the necessary 


resolution, and Alderman Drexler moved 
its adoption. 
Several members sim ul­ 
taneously seconded the motion. 
Roll call resulted as follows: 
Y e a s - Zakariasen, 
Bouck, 
Drexler, 
Farrar, Fogelstrom, 
Baker and Pres. 
Johnson. 
Nays—-none. 
The list of delinquent light consumers 
was read. 
In view of the fact that the 
superintendent of that department was 
busy with the repairs at the plant no 
action was

lights cut olT. 
The street committee reported upon 
the proposed repairing of tho Mahlum 
bridge on East Laurel street. Alderman 
Fogolstrom for that committee reported 
that the bridge could be repaired for 
$1,500 and that the county had appro 
priated $500 for these repairs. 
Ho ad­ 
vised the shortening 
of 
the bridge 
about 
IOO feet and filling in at both 
ends, 
After some discussion the matter 
was referred to the street committee

A report was read from F. E. Cappe- 
1 in, consulting engineer. Tho report 
was based on a minimum of 000,000 k. 
w, h. per annum, to be furnished in a 
run of 5,000 hours. This rej ort showed 
an apparent small balance in favor of a 
producer gas plant, but that difference, 
Mr. Cappelin believed, evidently to be 
more apparent than real because he ad­ 
vised the council to co tract for the 
current at the rate offered if possible in 
that it cut out possible contingencies 
and because the producer gas plants 
were not proving satisfactory under 
varying loads. 
Mr. McKay presented a slightly modi­ 
fied propostion covering the question 
of power for water works. 
He stated 
that for the first 600,000 k. w. h. the 
company must havft £12,OOO per annum 
to permit them to meet their fixed 
charges. 
On excess of that amount, 
when the excess was for pumping water, 
if tho city owned tho water works, and 
would erect a stand pipe so thnt the 
pumping could be done during tho 
hours of lightest load, that is between 
midnight and morning, they would furn­ 
ish current for pumping for one cent 
per k. w. h. For power, whore consump 
tion was in excess of 600,(XKJ k. w. h. per 
annum they would furnish power to he 
supplied to motors of ten horso power 
or over at one and one-half cents per k. 
w. h. 
Alderman Farrar stated that he was 
ready to proceed to act on the proposi 
tion but Alderman Fogelstrom was op 
posed to any action while his colleague 
was absent. 
He said the people of the 
Fourth ward were already charging , 
that the council had been bought up by j 
tho Brainerd Hydro-Electric company ! 
and that if the council made the con- j 
tract that each member would get a j 
stake on tho side. 
Mr. Bouck thought j 
that if tho citizens of the various wards 
understood the matter they would see 
that it was the wise thing to do. 
The 
city attorney was instructed to meet 
with the electric light committee and 
tho Brainerd Hydro-Electric power com­ 
pany and prepare a contract embodying 
tho proposition as agreed upon and pre­ 
sent tho same to the city council Mon­ 
day evening, January 28 for action. 
The special waterworks committee 
made a partial report recommending 
that the city ask legislation to permit 
bonding 
to buy or otherwise acquire 
waterworks.

Believes One Would Pay Here 


In Brainerd 


RESTRICTIONS ARE NOT ONEROUS 


Report that the Government has 


Placed Unreasonable Restric­ 


tions Denied 


Deputy Revenue Collector 
E. 
(J. 
French, of St. Cloud, who was in the 
city on official business a few days ago 
talked froely to a D ispatch representa­ 
tive regarding tho establishment of a 
denatured alcohol plant in Brainerd and 
towns of this size. 
Ho expressed his 
opinon that thoro was good money and 
a great future in that industry. 
A 
plant could be built, he said, at a cost 
of from $1,000 as high as one cared to 
go. 
Ho stated that the alcohol could be 
made from pumpkins, corn, roots, wood, 
potates or almost anything. 
The most 
expensive part of the process according 
to Mr. French, is the denaturing ele­ 
ment. 
In other words tho 
ingredient 
put in to prevent the alcohol being used 
in medicine and tho manufacture of 
beverages. 
Wood alcohol, was, he said 
ono of the commonly used substances 
and according to his understanding of 
the matter, in a place liko Brainerd, 
where wood is accessible, the d ena tur­ 
ing material could be made by tho same 
plant. 
The restrictions placed around the 
manufacture are not excessive or un­ 
reasonable, bo says. Tho idea of a 
bonded warehouse is, what scares many, 
but a bonded warehouse, may be only a 
room six by eight feet if that was suf- 
licient to accommodate the output. The 
government furnishes a man to inspect 
and brand and check up, in other words 
a gauger and store keeper without cost 
to the manufacturer. 
In fact there is 
not a cent of expense attached to the 
manufacturer so far as 
government 
reg illations are concerned. 
The object of the regulations placed 
around the manufacture and sale of the 
denatured alcohol is to prevent its sale 
to persons who will “re-denature” it, 
making straight alcohol and thus evad- 
i ing the internal revenue tax of £1.10 per 
gallon. 
Mr. French was unable to give any 
detailed information as to tho cost of 
manufacture, etc., but said that there 
was certainly a great future for the in­ 
dustry aud in cities where the wood for 
making wood alcohol was accessible the 
matter w as certainlj worth thorough in­ 
vestigation.

C. Larson, of the Iowa College of 
Agriculture has the following to say re­ 
garding unprofitable cows under the 
title, “ Weed Out the Robbers:” 
There are more than a million cows in 
Iowa and they are valued at thirty mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
The average prodution 
of b u tte r f a t by each cow is only MO 
pounds per year. The butter fat at 
twenty cents per pound would make the 
value of each cow s product of fat only 
£28. 
Her skim milk and calf would 
bring her earning capacity to about $38 
per year. 
As it is estimated that here in the 
Central West it costs about $10 a year 
to keep a cow it will be seen that on an 
average there is very little profit in 
keeping any kind of a cow that does not 
produce more than the average Iowa 
cow now produces. 
It has been proven that by proper 
breeding and selection tho average cow’ 
be made to yield between 400 anil 500 
pounds of butter fat per year. 
In order 
to find out how much a cow produces it 
is necessary to weigh her milk and take 
samples for fat determination. 
If a cow does not produce 200 pounds 
of butter fat every year she should be 
disposed of, because she cannot be kept 
at a profit. 
Calves should not be raised 
from such cows, because their calves 
will be poor producers. 
—o— 
Orange Judd Farmer: 
During tho 
winter water should always bo warmed 
for dairy cattle. 
I t pays for all kinds 
of live stock, but is especially desirable 
for cows producing milk. 
No cow can 
digest her food if she is compelled to 
drink ice water, a shrinkage of milk a1 
ways results.
